Reorganizing

The future of the Indian Ridge 
Country Club may be decided in 
about one week, after all members 
of the Club have an opportunity 
to vote on a plan reorganization.

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
Change Isn’t The Answer 


The argument about representative town meeting con- 


tinues, even though a study committee proposal was de- 
feated at town meeting. 

This is not a new discussion by any means — at least 
25 years ago there was considerable interest in the sub- 
ject, and spokesmen from various communities having this 
form of town meeting were invited to address groups in the 
community. 

Somehow, despite the statements of proponents of that 
day, we have managed to muddle through without adopting 
the representative form. 

It is not always a blind resistance to change that dic- 
tates a man’s actions when considering these ideas. 
Sometimes change simply isn’t the answer. 

We don’t believe that voter apathy — which has been 
demonstrated in our community — would be lessened by 
adopting a representative town meeting plan. It is, how- 
ever, likely to be responsible for the consolidation of 
various pressure groups into one major group known as 
“‘town meeting’’. The voters who are apathetic enough not 
to attend town meeting probably will pay little attention 
to the abilities and backgrounds of those whose names 
will appear on the ballot under such a plan. 

Many others, whose sincere interest takes them to town 
meeting each year, probably would not be successful if 
required to seek ballot endorsement. 

For if the usual political popularity contest comes into 
being, many of these able men and women, who are per- 
haps not widely enough known, will fail of election. 

Thus would the way be cleared for candidates with the 
backing of some pressure group, who could go to the polls 
with the clear purpose of electing those favoring a special 
point of view. And it should be made clear to all con- 
cermed that there are more pressure groups than the town 
employees Association, which is the favorite whipping 
boy when discussing this subject. 

It appears reasonable to us that town meeting remain 
as it now is — unlimited. All the voters are free to make 
their decision. They have the freedom to stay away, or to 
attend and vote. Although pressure groups may, from time 
to time, control the meeting when most voters remain 
away, there is always present an opportunity for the voters 


to attend and thus regain control of their own meeting. 
Under the representative form, once a pressure group or 
groups become dominant in town meeting, it becomes far 
more difficult for the voters to regain control. 


Congratulations 


The High School gymnastic team is to be congratulated 
for its second-place in the state championships, held last 
Saturday in Wilbraham. 

The local team, under coach Joe Dorsey, has compiled 
a good season record; and two of the members brought 
state titles back to Andover. 

Gymnastics is a sport that has not gained much popular 
attention — many people don’t understand the sport nor the 
basis on which it is judged, and the events are held 
afternoons when it is difficult to attend. 

Thus it is even more to the credit of the local team that 
they placed second in state-wide competition, without the 
impetus often given by enthusiastic crowds and participa- 
tion in a popular spectator sport. 


Who Can Use The Schools 


How much right, by being taxpayers, do adults have to 
the facilities available in public school buildings? 

This seems to be the fundamental question involved in 
a contest of requests and diversions between the Andover 
Recreation Council and the School Committee. 

The Council has asked to use the High School for its 
Thursday evening classes, citing better facilities, more 
obviously, more pleasant sur- 


lighting, and, 


roundings than prevail in the Junior High building. 


adequate 


The superintendent and School Committee have refused 
the request so far, maintaining that as long as the Junior 
High can hold the number of people attending, the High 
School should not be opened to them. Cost factors enter 
into this decision, as does the long-haul approach that 
extra use means greater maintenance in years to come, 

At least three requests have been made for the use of 
the building, and twice the matter was given a negative 
decision. The third request resulted in postponement of a 
decision to find out how well the attendance holds up in 
the current session. 

It seems to us that a basic decision needs to be made,

25 Years Ago — March, 1936 

With the wate. s of the Shawsheen 
river receding, the town spent 
the past week cleaning up from the 
worst flood in the town’s history. 
Water backed up from the Merri- 
mack River, and was bottled up 
by the dam at the Marland Mills, 
thus flooding Shawsheen and the 
Marland area. The traffic beacon 
in Shawsheen Square was barely 
visible above the water at one 
time, and about 109 houses were 
evacuated. 

National Guard troops from 
Salem and Lynn guarded the com- 
munity last weekend, after all 
electric power failed. The only 
lights in the Square came from 
floodlights borrowed from Mel- 
rose, which also sent 4 small 
generator. 

Traffic trying to get in and out 
of Lawrence was routed into West 
Andover, via Beacon st., at the 
height of the flood. Only boats 
could use Route 28 in the Village. 

The Selectmen, town clerk and 
Board of Health moved to the 
Aberdeen building last weekend, 
to be near the flood scene and 
offer as much help as possible. 
Boys from the CCC camps were 
in the area helping clean up the 
debris. Every home that was 
evacuated had to be inspected by 
the Board of Health before the 
families could return, and by 
today, 70 were occupied. 

A diver in full gear, minus 
head piece, narrowly escaped 
drowning in Shawsheen during the 
flood. He was seated on a make- 


shift raft, about to dive to shut 
off a water main, when the craft 
tipped. It was difficult to get him 
above water with the weighted 
suit. Several BPW members and 
employees were dumped into the 
water at the same time. 

10 Years Ago — March, 1951 

The construction of two new 
elementary schools will start in 
April. The Building Committee 
has approved a contract for the 
two buildings, for which $1,200,000 
was appropriated at town meeting.

‘*As you know Article 33 called 
for appointment of a committee to 
Study our town meeting and to 
recommend what, if anything, 
should be done to correct such 
conditions as are outlined above.
